not to forget the gladiolus and dah- 
lias,

not do as well in Southern Alberta. 

Among the kinds I planted this 
spring are Patten Grecning, Wealthy 
and Duchess, apples. Hyslop and Whit- 
and Dvuchess, Apples. Hyslop and whit 
ney crabs, Houstons various bybric 
Elso Tony, Asmon, Robin, Col- 
umbia, Olga, Anofa and others,
